Firmness.— In  spite  of  its  extremely  large  size,  the  Cumberland  is 
possessed  of  unusual  firmness,  and  is  thus  well  adapted  for  standing  long  ship- 
ments. It  will  be  noticed  that  this  quality  is  especially  remarked  upon  in 
most  of  the  testimonials  appended  hereto. 

The  season  of  ripening  varies,  of  course,  in  different  latitudes, 
but  can  be  best  designated  by  com- 
parison with  other  varieties.  It  follows 
Palmer  and  Souhegan  (or  Tyler),  and 
precedes  Gregg  a  short  time,  making  it 
what  we  may  call  a  midseason  variety. 

Vigor  and  Healthfulness. 
The  Cumberland  is  an  unusually 
strong  and  vigorous  grower,  throwing 
up  stout,  stocky  canes,  well  adapted 
for  supporting  their  loads  of  large  fruit.
